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WEATHER BUREAU'S 30-DAY OUTLOOK 
Mid-June to Mid-July 1954 


The Weather Bureau's 30-day outlook for the period from mid-June to 
mid-July calls for temperatures to average above seasonal normals 
over the eastern half of the Nation and also in the Southern Plains with 
yreatest departures over the Ohio Valley and Middle Atlantic States. 
Below normal temperatures are predicted west of the Continental 
Divide and in the Northern Plains. Precipitation is expected to exceed 
normal over the central and northern Great Plains and also in the 
Pacific Northwest... Subnormal rainfall is indicated east of the Ohio 
and Lower Mississippi Valleys, and also in the far southwest. Near 
normal amounts are predicted in areas not specified.

WEATHER FOR THE WEEK ENDING JUNE 1d, 1954 


Bast of the: Rocky Mountains the week was abnormally warm. Average 
temperature departures for the week were 6° or more above normal in 

~ the Ohio, middle and upper Mississippi Valleys and Great Lakes region, 
diminishing to about 1° above in the extreme south and a few degrees belov 
normal in parts of New England and the northwestern Great Plains. 

Warm weather prevailed throughout the week in the South, but in northern 
arcas temperatures did not rise to above normal levels until the closing 
days. By the end of the period maxima of 90° or higher were recorded 
as far north as eastern Pennsylvania, the Great Lakes, and central 
Minnesota. While scattered stations throughout the South reported 

100° or higher, the highest temperatures occurred in the Rio Grande 
Valley of Texas where maxima ranged from 105° to 11° at Presidio and 
98° to'100° at Laredo. In the Midwest temperatures for the week aver- 
aged 10° to 13° higher than for the previous week. Abnormally cool 
weather continued for the third consecutive week in Montana and the far 
West andfre ezes and frost damaged fruit and vegetables in central 
portions of the Plateau and Rocky Mountain regions. Precipitation, 
mostly of the thunderstorm type, was extremely variable. Amounts 

were adequate in most sections from the northern and eastern portions

GRASSHOPPERS - UTAH - Grasshoppers now serious menace in 
following areas: 20,000 acres in Milford-Minersville area of Beaver 
County; 15,000 acres in Wah Wah Valley area of Beaver County; 

45,000 acres in LaSal and Monticello areas of San Juan County; 25, 000 
acres in Moab area of Grand County; 20, 000 acres in Gunnison- 

Fayette area of Sanpete County; 16,000 acres in Mills, Levan Nephi 
areas of Juab County. Many other smaller areas ser‘ously infested. 
(Thornley, Knowlton), MONTANA - Range species hatching in moderate 
numbers in scattered parts of Missoula, Madison, Lake, Sanders 

and Big Horn Counties. Hatch apparently late. Few Melanoplus 
bivittatus in crop area in north and central counties, some in Sanders 
County. (Twilde). TEXAS - Medium widespread ‘on range plants in 
Hemphill and Lipscomb Counties. (Pickens, Brown ). Heavy local 
infestation on cotton, corn, pasture grasses and gardens in Tarrant 
County. (McCullough). Medium to heavy widespread on field crops 

and pastures in Rockwall County. (Gunter). KANSAS - Melanoplus spp. 
populations continue threat to crops in some areas; 25-40 nymphs per 
Square yard in some eastern areas. Ten to 20 per square yard in 

many areas, Adults and late-instar nymphs in southeast leaving hatching 
areas. (Matthew). OKLAHOMA - Light to severe in spotted areas 

in several sections. Eighty per square yard in alfalfa in Nowata County. 
Principal species: Melanoplus mexicanus and_M. bivittatus. Gen- 
erally heavier in field margins than in fields. (Flora). Some pastures 
heavily infested in Oklahoma County. (Bower). M. mexicanus abun- 
dant in alfalfa in Payne County. (Fenton). MISSOURI - Dispersal of 
Melanoplus spp. from hatching areas ncreased over southern two-thirds 
of State, where several crop areas showing heavy marginal feeding 
from adults and fourth and fifth instars. Hatch continues in northern 
third of State but nearing completion. (Kyd, Thomas). MINNESOTA - 
Spotty light to near-threatening egg populations in east central areas. 
Very light hatch. (Minn. Ins. Rept. Serv.). WISCONSIN - Large 
numbers hatching throughout north central light sand areas. Worst 
include Dunn, Adams, Shawano, Oconto, and Marinette Counties. 

Over 300 per square yard in some of these areas. M. mexicanus 

and M. bivittatus involved. (Chambers). TENNESSEE - Nymphs 
abundant in all areas. (Mullett), LOUISIANA - Moderate infestations 
but little damage on rice in Vermillion Parish. Heavy in pastures in 
Acadia and Claiborne Parishes. (Burns, Smith), 
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MORMON CRICKET (Anabrus simplex) - MONTANA =~ Average of four 

to five third instars per yard in three to four sections of southeastern 
Sweetgrass County. From ten to 25 per yard in some parts of area. 

Few scattered packets in Judith Basin County. Heavy populations of 

fourth and fifth instars on 5,000 - 6,000 acres in Pryor Gap area. (Twilde). 


EUROPEAN CORN BORER (Pyrausta nubilalis) - KANSAS - Emergence 
well underway in eastern counties and ovipostion beginning. From 
4-12 egg masses per 100 plants in some counties with a few fields of 

> » having 12-16 percent of plants infested in whorls by first and 

second instars. (Matthew). MINNESOTA - Pupation June 10: south- 
cast 63 percent, south central 70 percent, southwest 40 percent, east 
central 21 percent, west central 13 percent. Egg laying should start 

in week of June 21 with peak reached carly in July. (Minn. Ins. Repi. 
Serv. ). ILLINOIS - One male moth found in northern Ogle County. 
Pupation nearing completion as far north as Champaign. Moderate 
numbers of moths in central area. (Decker). KENTUCKY - Hatch 
underway in southwestern area. Corn uneven. (Rodriguez). OHIO - 
Pupation in central area first observed May 30, first emergence June 
3, Of 46 borers examined, 17 percent killed by Lydella stabulans 
qrisescens. (Parks, Goleman). PENNSYLVANIA - First eggs June 9 
in Fayette County. (Udine). DELAWARE - Injury heavy in most early 
sweet corn in Sussex County. (Late News). MASSAC HUSSETS - Moths 
and eggs in early field at Concord June 8. (Crop Pest Cont. Mess. ). 
NEW YORK - Eggs in Hudson Valley June 7. (Adams). 


CORN EARWORM (Heliothis armigera) - FLORIDA - Seventy-five percent 
of corn silks have 1 to 7 eggs in 20-acre field at Fort White. (Van Pelt). 
MISSISSIPPI - Larvae on corn and tomatoes in Oktibbeha and Webster 
Counties. (Hester), ARKANSAS - Heavy in some corn, particularly 

in east central counties. Up to 50 eggs per stalk and up to 40 percent 
of corn entering tassel infested. (Barnes, Warren). ILLINOIS - Moth 
flights have been unusually heavy; 4 or more eggs not uncommon on 
corn in tassel at Anna, West Frankfort and East St.Louis. (Decker). 
MISSOURI ~ Moderate to heavy moth flights in central third of State. 
Heavy "budworm" damage expected on corn within next two weeks. 

(Kyd, Thomas). KANSAS - Eggs noted on corn in Douglas, Johnson, 
Leavenworth, Shawnee, Wyandotte and Johnson Counties. (Matthew). 
OKLAHOMA - Early market corn in Sequoyah County heavily infested; 
up to 10 larvae on some plants. (Arbuthnot). 
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LESSER CORNSTALK BORER (Elasmopalpus lignesellus) - ARIZONA - 
Adults at Mesa June 10. (Ariz, Coop. Rept.). SOUTH CAROLINA - 
None found in survey of Florence, Darlington, Lee, Sumter and 
Richland Counties. (Nettles). 


FALL ARMYWORM (Laphygme frugiperda) - LOUISIANA - Light in- 
festation of second instars on corn in East Baton Rouge Parish. No 
larvae in rice area. (Smith, Burns). TEXAS - Heavy locally on grain 
sorghum in Fayette County. Threatening stand. (Whipprecht). 


SOD WEBWORM - MARYLAND = Damaging corn in Frederick, Carroll 
and Queen Annes Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). PENNSYLVANIA - 
Some injury to field of corn in Cumberland County. (Pepper). Field 
00 percent destroyed in Wayne County. (Gesell). Moderate to heavy 
in some fields in Schuylkill County, (Menusan). 


SOUTHERN CORN ROOTWORM (Diabrotica undecimpunctata howardi) - 
MISSOURI - A few small fields of corn in scattered southern areas 
heavily damaged. (Kyd, Thomas). 


SEED-CORN MAGGOT (Hylomya cilicrura) - RHODE ISLAND - About 
20 percent loss in one untreated corn planting. (Hyland). PENNSYL- 
VANIA - Severe injury to early-planted corn. Replanting necessary 
many cases. (Udine). MINNESOTA - Injuring soybean seedlings in 
Le Sueur County. (Minn. Ins. Rept. Serv. ). 


SLUGS - PENNSYLVANIA - Severe damage to several corn fields in 
Fayette County. (Udine). 


FLEA BEETLES - ILLINOIS - Flea beetles on corn,mainly Chaetocnema 
pulicaria average 5.4 per 25 plants in northeastern section with 

29,6 percent of plants showing feeding. These are highest findings 

in any of sections checked. Corn flea beetle has been less abundant 

and less destructive than anticipated from Springfield south. Populations 
high in north central counties and considerable Stewart's disease in 
early-planted sweet corn. (Decker). MARYLAND - Twenty to 30 

per plant destroyed 4 acres of sweet corn in Harford County. (U. Md., 
Ent. Dept.). DELAWARE - Corn flea beetle damage to corn heavy in 
several areas. (late News). 
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CORN BLOTCH LEAF MINER (Agromyza parvicornis) - NORTH 
CAROLINA - Fifty percent of corn plants infested in many fields 
in Currituck County, as many as 90 percent ina few. (Adams). 


CORN LEAF APHID (Rhopalosiphum maidis) - KANSAS - Extremely 
light populations in all corn examined in eastern section. (Matthew). 
ARKANSAS - Heavy in some corn fields 35 to 60 percent infestation 

in fields observed. (Barnes, Warren). 


A BLADEWORM (Chrysomyza demandata) - NORTH CAROLINA - 
Damaging corn 3-4 feet tall in Hyde County, appearing even in top 
leaves. Damage appears to be earlier and more widespread than last 
year. (Kulash). 


BILLBUGS (Calendra spp.) - KANSAS - Heavy infestations causing 
serious injury to seedling corn in localized areas of Doniphan and 
Wyandotte Counties; 50-100 billbugs per 100 feet of row. One 140-acre 
field in Doniphan County and one 150-acre field in Wyandotte County 
Yeplanted. (Matthew). NEBRASKA - Damaging populations of C. maidis 
in several southeastern counties. (Roselle). ARKANSAS - Attacking 
corn in Clay County. (Barnes, Warren). PENNSYLVANIA - Spots 

in cornfields in Adams and York Counties showing injury from C. 
maidis, (Pepper). VIRGINIA - C. parvula heavily damaged fields of | 
orchard grass in Albemarle and Page Counties. (Morris). MARYLAND- 
Replanting of corn necessary in Baltimore and Queen Annes Counties. 
(U. Md., Ent. Dept.). SOUTH CAROLINA - Still damaging small 

corn in occasional field but not nearly as severe as in previous two 
years. (Nettles). 


CHINCH BUG (Blissus leucopterus) - ILLINOIS - Average of 3.9 per 
linear foot in wheat (4 fields) in northeastern section, O. 2 in oats 

(5 fields) ; none in wheat and oats checked in northwestern section; 

42.4 per linear foot in wheat (4 fields) in eastern section, 0.1 in oats 

(3 fields); 1.4 in wheat (7fields) and 0. 4 in oats (3 fields) in central 
section; 4.3 in wheat ( 4 ficlds) and 0 in oats (1 field) in western; and 0. 7 
in wheat ( 3 fields) in west southwest section. Threat reducéd where 
rains and hot weather prevailing, but in many fields adults still abun- 
dant and depositing large numbers of eggs. A few adults in corn inmorthern 
half of State. (Decker). OHIO - Adults in a few fields of wheat in western 
area, (Parks, Goleman). 
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WHEAT JOINTWORM (Harmolita tritici) - NORTH CAROLINA - Some 
damage to wheat in Staniy County in conjuction with hessian fly. 
(Honeycutt), 


WIREWORMS - MONTANA - Some damage to wheat in several counties; 
severe in Lincoln. Locally severe in Roosevelt County on corn. 
(Roemhild), KANSAS - Stand reduced noticeably in a few corn fields 

in Leavenworth County. (Matthew). MISSOURI - Scattered fields of 
corn over northern half of State damaged from 1 percent to total loss 

of stand. (Kyd, Thomas). VIRGINIA - Melanotus sp. damaging 1 
acres of corn in Albemarle County. (Button). 


HESSIAN FLY (Phytophaga destructor) - NORTH CAROLINA - Early 
variety of wheat in Stanly County showed severe damage. (Honeycutt). 


ERIO PHYID MITES - MONTANA - Possible outbreak of eriophyid- 
borne streak mosaic on wheat in Cascade, Teton, Chouteau and Pondera 
Counties. (Roemhild). 


ENGLISH GRAIN APHID (Macrosiphum granarium) - TENNESSEE - Abun- 
dant, up to 50 per head, on wheat in Clarksville area. (Scott). ILLINOIS- 
In oats: 28.2 per sweep in northeastern, 6.3 in northwest, 2.0 in 

eastern, 3.l1in central and 20.0 in western section. Seven and 13.7 

per sweep in wheat in western and central sections. (Decker). 


ARMY CUTWORM (Chorizagrotis auxiliaris) - MONTANA - Moderate 
scattered damage to winter wheat in Cascade, Carbon, Carter, Fergus, 
Chouteau, Stillwater and Fallon Counties. Some infestation in alfalfa. 
(Roemhild). 


THRIPS - ARIZONA - Numerous on alfalfa at Mesa, Safford and Elfrida. 
(Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


THREE-CORNERED ALFALFA HOPPER (Spissistilus festinus) - 
ARIZONA - Low on alfalfa at Yuma; 25 per 100 sweeps at Safford; less 
than 10 per 100 at Elfrida. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.). 


TWO-SPOTTED SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus bimaculatus) - VIRGINIA - 
Heavily infesting clover in cover crops in Augusta County. (Woodside). 


SPOTTED CUCUMBER BEETLE (Diabrotica undecimpunctata subsp.) - 
ARIZONA - Fifty adults per 100 sweeps on alfalfa at Safford; less than 
25 at Elfrida. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.). 
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PEA APHID (Macrosiphum pisi) - OKLAHOMA - Control measures on 
vetch in Hughes.County area. (Stiles), MINNESOTA + Highest counts 

on alfalfa in Faribault and Lyon Counties; 10 and 18 per sweep respectively. 
(Minn. Ins. Rept. Serv.). ILLINOIS - Average 164 per sweep in clover 
and alfalfa in northeastern section, 32 in northwestern, 45 in eastern 

and 30 in western. From 0 to 1.4 in new seedings throughout northern 
half of State. (Decker). MARYLAND - Ten to 30 per sweep on second- 
growth alfalfa in Howard, Wicomico and Worcester Counties. (U. Md., 
Ent. Dept.). DELAWARE - Increasing generally on alfalfa. (Late News). 
VIRGINIA - Light in alfalfa in Albemarle, Page, Rockingham, Augusta, 
Rockbridge, and BotetourtCounties. (Morris, Turner). 


APHIDS - NEW MEXICO - Some decline in Eddy County; damage to 
second-cutting alflafa not as severe as to first. Fairly heavy infes- 
tation in Fort Sumner area. (Dobson, June 5). ARIZONA - Theiroaphis 
ononidis outbreak general in alfalfa in Yuma-Mesa area. One field at 
Buckeye. First noted May 15. Partial defoliation. Honeydew makes 
baling impossible. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.). 


ARMYWORM (Pseudaletia unipuncta) - KANSAS - Destructive infestation 
in eastern area decreasing ‘rapidly through parasitism, predatism and 
pupation. Light to moderate infestations (5-10 larvae per square yard) 
continue in some grains and pastures. Many thousands of acres of wheat, 
barley and pastures in eastern area received aerial application of in- 
secticides. (Matthew). MISSOURI - Damage continues to wheat and 
pastures along Missouri River counties north of Kansas City to lowa- 
Nebraska line and along Mississippi River counties north of Hannibal 

to Iowa line. Parasitism becoming very heavy. Moth emergence con- 
tinue in southern and central areas. (Kyd, Thomas). ILLINOIS - 

From 0.2 to 2.4 per linear foot in wheat checked in northeastern, 
northwestern, eastern, west-southwest, and central areas. Average 
10.1 per linear foot in wheat and rye in western section and 16.4 per 
square foot in grass in this section. Of 17 corn fields examined in 
northern half of State, 1 field in western area had infestation of 4 
armyworms per linear foot of row. Moths being collected at lights in 
northern area. (Decker). OHIO - Immature larvae abundant on barley 
in local areas in southwestern part of State, but little damage. 

(Parks, Goleman). DELAWARE - Some light infestations on wheat 

and barley. Also reported on corn. (Late News). 
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MEADOW SPITTLEBUG (Philaenus leucophthalmus) - ILLINOIS - 
Average of 19.4 adults per sweep in clover and alfalfa in eastern 
section, 0. 33 in northeastern and 0.98 in northwestern. (Decker). 
. OHIO - Adults first emerged in legumes in central area May 25. 
(Parks, Goleman). WISCONSIN - Unusually abundant in meadows, 
strawberry plantings and hay fields. (Chambers). MARYLAND - 
Adults numerous in alfalfa and clover fieldsin Howard, Montgomery 
and Kent Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). VIRGINIA - Adults heavy 
to moderate in alfalfa, orchard grass and red clover in Albemarle, 
Page, Rockingham, Augusta, Rockbridge and Botetourt Counties. 
(Morris, Turner). 


POTATO LEAFHOPPER (Empoasca fabae) - ILLINOIS - Average 0. ll 
per sweep in clover and alfalfa in eastern section, 1.14 in northwestern 
and 0.81 in northeastern. (Decker), MARYLAND - One per sweep on 
alfalfa in Worcester and Wicomico Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 
NEW YORK - E, fabae swept from roadside stands of sweetclover on 
Welles Island in St. Lawrence River, June ll. (Muka, Neunzig). 


LYGUS BUGS - NEW MEXICO - Have built up in seed alfalfa fields to 
alarming numbers, Heavy movement to cotton indicated when seed is 
harvested. (Dobson, June 5). ARIZONA - Three hundred to 500 per 
100 sweeps in alfalfa on Yuma Mesa, more than in 1953 and more 
treatment necessary; 82 per 100 sweeps at mesa; 80 per 100 at Safford; 
70 per hundred at Elfrida. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.). MINNESOTA - From 
O-1 Lygus lineolaris per sweep in alfalfa in fields examined. (Minn. 
Ins. Rept. Serv.). VIRGINIA - Sixteen L. lineolaris per 100 sweeps 
of 12-inch net in alfalfa in Albemarle County. (Morris, Turner). 


LEAFHOPPERS - ARIZONA - Empoasca sp. on alfalfa: 98 per 100 
sweeps at Mesa; 30 per 100 at Safford; less than 4 per 100 at Elfrida. 
(Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


GREEN CLOVERWORM (Plathypena scabra) - DELAWARE - Beginning 
to appear in alfalfa. {Late News). 


A LYCAENID (Leptotes marinus - det. W. Field) - ARIZONA - Larvae 
feed on alfalfa petals. ‘Two to three per 100 sweeps at Yuma; 4 per 

100 sweeps at Elfrida. Adults numerous. Insect seems to be minor 
pest of alfalfa grown for seed. Larvae noted also on mesquite and 

palo verde flowers at Tucson. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.). 
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CLOVER ROOT CURCULIO (Sitona hispidula) - VIRGINIA - Damaging 
alfalfa and red clover in Page County, alfalfa in Albemarle County. 
From 2 to 49 adults per 100 sweeps. (Morris). MISSOURI - Adults 
numerous to heavy in clover fields although adult feeding slight. 

Some soybeans grown after clover being damaged in some counties. 
(Kyd, Thomas). 


CLOVER SEED CHALCID (Bruchophagus gibdbus) ~ ARIZONA - Eighty to 
ninetyadults per 100 sweeps on alfalfa at Yuma. Higher populations 
expected. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.). 


CLOVER SEED WEEVILS - NEW YORK - Heavy flights of Tychius 
stephens: and Miccotroqus picirostris recently in upstate counties. 

In second year red clover 100 sweeps of 15-inch net gathered 318 adults 
of T. stephensi. (Muka, Neunzig). ILLINOIS - Small numbers of 
T. stephensi on red clover in some sections. (Decker). 


SWEETCLOVER WEEVIL (Sitona cylindricollis) - MONTANa«s - Abundant 
some fields in western area. (Roemhild). MINNESOTA - Counts generally 
low on alfalfa. Most sweetclover shows some damage. Not as abundant 

in Crookston area as in 1953, however clover later. (Minn. Ins. Rept. 
Serv. ). 


LESSER CLOVER LEAF WEEVIL (Hypera nigrirostris) - MONTANA - 
One badly infested field of Ladino in Ravalli County. (Roemhild). 
KANSAS - Infestations of red clover quite common in northeast, 8-12 
per square foot some fields. (Matthew). 


ALFALFA WEEVIL (Hypera postica) - DELAWARE - Continues abundant 
retarding second-growth alfalfa. (Late News). MONTANA - Severe 
damage where control not practiced in southern and eastern counties. 
(Roemhild). MARYLAND - Damage very slight on second growth alfalfa. 
(U. Md., Ent. Deot.). PENNSYLV/:NIA - Found in Cumberland County. 
(Negley). Moderate to severe injury on second-crop alfalfa in York, 
Chester, and Delaware Counties. (Pepper, Menusan). VIRGINIA - 
Found in three additional counties: Albemarle (4 larvae per 100 

sweeps of 12-inch net), Page (1 larvae per 100 sweeps), Rockingham 

(2 larvae per 100 sweeps). Has now been found in most Eastern 

and Northern Neck Counties. (Morris, Turner). UTsH - Damage 
continues on uncut alfalfa, often severe. (Knowlton). 
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CUTWORMS - KANSAS - Peridroma margaritosa causing injury to 
second-growth alfalfa and red clover in some fields in northeast area. 
From 5 to 200 larvae per square foot in some fields. (Matthew). 
NEBRASKA - Cutworms, probably Euxoa detersa, have caused 30 
percent or more loss in corn on sandy soil of Logan County and some 
surrounding areas. (Roselle), MO.Heavy numbers of P. margaritosa, 
third instar to full grow.1, continue heavy damage to alfalfa, red 
clover, spring-seeded legumes in small grains, pastures and gardens 
in northern third of State.

BEAN LEAF BEETLE (Cerotoma trifurcata) - ILLINOIS - Moderate to 
severe damage to some soybean fields in southern half of State. (Decker). 


MAY BEETLES (Phyllophaga spp.) - WISCONSIN - Phyllophaga tristis 
very abundant in several southern counties. (Chambers). NEW YORK 
In Essex County June 10, 290 adults collected using two light traps 
over a two-hour period.

(Weisman), SOUTH CAROLINA - Adults 
collected June 8 at Greenville. (Berly). 


GRAPE COLASPIS (Colaspis sp.) - LOUISIANA - Attacking various 
vegetable crops and strawberries in Vermillion Parish. (Baudoin, 
Burns). 


A TORTOISE BEETLE (Agrioconota bivittata) - MARYLAND - One to 
4 beetles mostly of this species per sweetpotato plant considerably 
damaging foliage, University Vegetable Research Farm, Wicomico 
County, (UL). Md. .tnts»Dept.). 


SWEETPOTATO FLEA BEETLE (Chaetocnema confinis) - DELAWARE - 
Severe on sweetpotato at Georgetown and several other areas in Sussex 
County, (Late News). 


SOUTHERN ARMYWORM (Prodenia eridania) - FLORIDA - Averaged 
4 to 6 per square foot of sweetpotato plants at Palm City. Some areas 
in this 40-acre field completely defoliated. (Goodwin). 


TOBACCO BUDWORMS - TENNESSEE - First instar larvae on tobacco. 
(Mullett), FLORIDA - Budworm eggs reported in large numbers on 
experimental sun tobacco at Quincy. (May, Guthrie). 


HORNWORMS (Protoparce spp.) - MARYLAND - Average of 40 moths, 
mostly P. quinguemaculata, per light trap in Calvert County. (U. Md., 
Ent. Dept.). FLORIDA - Larvae moderate on tomato plants at Quincy. 
(May, Guthrie). NORTH CAROLINA - No eggs at Whiteville, 5 per 50 
plants at Greenville and Oxford, 20 to 30 eggs and early-instar larvae 
per 00 large tobacco plants, none on smaller plants. (Lawson, Rabb). 


FOUR-SPOTTED TREE CRICKET (Oecanthus nigricornis quadripunctatus) -

GYPSY MOTH (Porthetria dispar) - PENNSYLVANIA - Between

aircraft to control infestation discovered in 1953. (Guyton). 


COTTONWOOD LEAF BEETLE (Chrysomela scripta) - WISCONSIN - 
Abundant on aspen in Eau Claire County. (Chambers). 


PINE ENGRAVER (Ips pini) - WISCONSIN - Very abundant in Jackson 
County principally on white pine. (Chambers). 


DINE SPITTLEBUG (Aphrophora parallela) - WISCONSIN - Medium to 


heavy on Scotch pine in Waushara County. (Chambers). PENNSYLVANIA- 


Very abundant. (Udine). 


PINE SAWFLIES - MARYLAND - Aerial survey shows medium to heavy 
infestation of Virginia pine from Rockville east to Savage and north- 
west to Lisbon, along the Patuxent River watershed. Virginia pine 
occupies about 10 to 20 percent of land area within outbreak. No feeding 
seen on loblolly and white pine in area. Infestation first noted May 17. 
Sawflies also reported on loblolly pine in Talbot, St, Marys and Charles 
Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


WESTERN TENT CATERPILLAR (Malacosoma pluviale) - In correspon- 
dence to the Plant Pest Control Branch, Mr. H.B. Little advises that 
this insect has been found at Westbury, Long Island, NEW YORK, on 
stock from a shipment of crabapple and cherry originating in:Oregon. 
Known contaminated areas on Long Island are being sprayed to 

suppress populations and sale of stock is being curbed. Parts of the 
carlot of stock from Oregon were distributed enroute to seven different 
States and the District of Columbia. The recorded distribution of this 
insect includes California, Washington, Oregon, Alberta, British 
Columbia and Ontario. 
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EASTERN TENT CATERPILLAR (Malacosoma americanum) - VERMONT- 
Pupating in Rutland Junel. (Leysath).

Defoliation of many aspen groves now complete around Sandstone 

and Hinckley and caterpillars moving; oak and birch show some de- 

': foliation. Larvae fifth instar. Substantial numbers of parasitic flies 
(Sarcophaga aldrichi) in this area, (Minn. Ins. Rept. Serv.). 
WISCONSIN - Restricted last year to several northwestern counties, 
now being reported in Waushara, Marathon, and Wood Counties. 
Infestations much lighter in newly-infested areas. (Chambers). 


PINE TUBE MOTH (Argyrotaenia pinatubana) - PENNSYLVANIA - 
PENNSYLVANIA - Heavy infestation on white pine in Westmoreland 
County. More than usual elsewhere. (Udine). 


ForestInsect Investigations - NEW YORK - Spring, 1904: Investigations 
‘this spring have shown that PIN! SAWF LIES are dang considerable damage 


in some areas. EUROPEAN PINE SAWFLY (Neodiprion sertifer) was 
found damaging red pine in two locations in Westchester County. Larvae, 
about three-quarters grown, were actively feeding May 25. RED-PINE 
SAWFLY (N. nanulus) was feeding on State red pine plantations near 
Moira, St. Lawrence County, June 3. About 300 acres may be involved. 
Larvae half to three-quarters grown at time of inspection. Inspection 
near Cranberry Lake in this county where extensive damage occurred 

to a 10-acre planting of red and white pine in 1953 by RED-HEADED 

PINE SAWFLY (N. lecontei) showed most of the red pine was dead 

and the white pine having considerable damage. Large numbers of 

adults and extensive oviposition in the planting makes the situation even 
more serious this year. Adults of a sawfly parasite (Exenterus canadensis) 
were collected in the St. Lawrence County infestations. Determination 
was made by J.A. Wilcox, N.Y. State Museum. A species of Phytodietus 
also collected in Moira plantation. 


Observations of FOREST TENT CATERPILLAR damage over northern 
portion of State indicate infestation a little more widespread than in 1953; 
however, early observations show that damage in many places may be 

less severe than last year. EASTERN TENT CATERPILLAR situation 
looks worse than last year; considerable damage to apples and cherries 
general over State. In the Lake Ozonia area where foresttent cater- 

pillar defoliation occurred for past three.years, trees beginning to show 
effects of defoliation. Many poplars below pulpwood size dead in open areas.

Forst tent caterpillar and SPRING CANKERWORMS feeding on hard- 
wood foliage at Sprakers, Montgomery County; latter more prevalent 
than 1953 but localized. ARBORVITAE LEAF MINERS apparently 
caused considerable damage to arborvitae generally over State in 
1953, Observations on BIRCH LEAF MINER (Fenusa pusilla) in 
Albany-Saratoga Springs area indicate considerable damage may be 
expected again this year. Early observation show heavy oviposition. 
(Connola and Smith). 


CANKERWORMS - WISCONSIN - Very abundant in southeastern area, 
principally in river and lake areas. (Chambers). 


PINE NEEDLE SCALE (Phenacaspis pinifoliae) - MONTANA - Very | 
abundant in Yellowstone County. Some in Musselshell and Liberty 
Counties. (Roemhild). 


LARCH SAWFLY (Pristiphora erichsonii) - MINNESOTA ~ Peak 
emergence expected by third week of June. Adults in Hubbard County 
June 7, (Minn, Ins. Rept. Serv.). WISCONSIN - Ovipositing on new 
growth of larch in central area, (Chambers). 


A JACK PINE BUDWORM (Choristoneura pinus) - WISCONSIN - | 
Feeding in Douglas and Washburn Counties. (Chambers). 


EUROPEAN PINE SHOOT MOTH (Rhyacionia buoliana) - MICHIGAN - 
Ten to 20 percent pupated at Lansing June 7; 20 percentat Grand 
Haven and West Olive. (Hutson). 


ELM LEAF MINER (Fenusa ulmi) - RHODE ISLAND - Prevalent but 
light in Newport, (Hyland). WISCONSIN - Much more abundant than 
usual, (Chambers). 


SPRUCE BUDWORM (Choristoneura fumiferana) - WISCONSIN - Moder- 
ately abundant locally on spruce in Wood County. (Chambers). 


SPIDER MITES - PENNSYLVANIA - Severe on evergreens in southern 
area. (Pepper). ILLINOIS - Abundant on spruce in McHenry County. 
(Decker), MINNESOTA - Continue to build up alarmingly on ever- 
greens and foundation plantings. (Minn. Ins. Rept. Serv. ). 
NEBRASKA - Several species developing rapidly on ornamentals and 
vegetables. (Roselle), MONTANA - Abundant on evergreens in Carbon 
and Yellowstone Counties. (Roemhild). 
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SCALE INSECTS - RHODE ISLAND - Lecanium fletcheri and L. coryli 
prevalent; the former general on Taxus while L. coryliis reported for 
first time from Jamestown, where it is on apple and beach plum. 
(Hyland). WISCONSIN - Heavy infestation of cottony maple scale 

on red maple in Marathon County. Also abundant on street trees in 
southern area. Spruce bud scale reported abundant on white spruce 

in Wood County. (Chambers). NEBRASKA - Heavy infestation of 
Furopean elm scale in central area, Hatching. (Roselle). Oystershell 
scale infestations heavy in Lincoln-Omaha areas. (Bare). KANSAS - 
A scaie insect, prob. L. fletcheri, damaging ornamental junipers in 
Chautauqua County. ( (Matthew). OKLAHOMA - Very heavy infes- 
tations of Kermes scale on oak in Johnson and Pittsburg Counties. 
(Bower). UTAH ~- European dmsscale damaging elsm in many 
communities. (Knowlton). 


SMALLER EUROPEAN ELM BARK BEETLE (Scolytus multistriatus) - 
CALIFORNIA - Heavy infestation found on Chinese elm at Riverside, 
Riverside County, May 21. (Armitage). KANSAS - Serious infestations 
of elm trees of great concern in many eastern and southern communities. 
Infested trees found in eastern two tiers of counties and in southern 
three tiers of counties as far west as Reno County. Drought major 
factor in weakening elms making bark beetle infestations more severe. 
(Matthew). 


WOOLLY ELM APHID (Eriosoma americanum) - DELAWARE - Common 
on American elm over State; causing leaf curling. (Late News). 


COTTON INSECTS 


BOLL WEEVIL (Anthonomus grandis) - NORTH CAROLINA - Appearing 
generally in eastern counties From 0O per 100 plants in Wake County 
to 8.5 in Wilson County. General average for State 1.85. (Jones). 
SOUTH CAROLINA - Number of weevils found in trap plot of cotton at 
Florence for past four years June ll: 1954-69, 1953-76, 1952-60, 
1951-1, 1950-3072. Average of 110 per acre in 9 fields in Florence 
County. Squares examined in 9 treated fields in 5 counties and 9 fields 
found infested at rate of 6 percent, which compares with 2] percent 

for corresponding week in 1953. Squares examined in sixteen untreated 
fields in 7 counties and 16 found infested at rate:of 8 percent. (Walker 
et al). GEORGIA - Of 26 untreated fields inspected 8 found infested. 
Average of 84.9 weevils per acre all fields. One of five treated fields 
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infested at rate of 502 weevils per acre. Squares examined in 03 
untreated fields and all fields found infested at average ‘tate OFlOi/ 
percent punctured squares. Square examination in 8 treated fields 
showed all infested at rate of 5.3 punctured squares. (5. iemandiGak: 
Jordan). ALABAMA - Average of 167 weevils per acre in all fields 
examined in Barbour, Henry, Houston, Geneva, Coffee, Crenshaw 
Counties. Emergence appears Slow. (Marsh). Unusually heavy 
populations in Escambia, Covington, Conecuh and Lowndes Counties. 
Many squares containing mature larvae. (Ruffin), MISSISSIPPI - Of 
194 fields examined in 15 delta counties 99 found infested at rate of 

161. 3 weevils per acre. Average square infestation for 5 fruiting 
fields 16 percent. Last year 182 of 584 fields examined in 15 delta 
counties were infested at rate of 152 weevils per acre in infested 
fields. (Dunnam et.al). LOUISIANA - Very light populations in 
Southwestern area. About one percent punctured squares in fields 
examined in St. Landry, Vermillion, Acadia and Evangeline Parishes. 
(Burns). Overwintered weevils higher than average in many fields, 
especially in northern area. (Smith). Sixty-one fields examined in 
Madison Parish showed average of 419 weevils per acre. (Gaines et al). 
ARKANSAS - Large numbers in fields near good hibernation quarters. 
Four of 15 fields examined in Lafayette County found infested, 6 of 8 

in Chicot, 3 of 9 in Ashley and 3 of 43 in Desha. From 83 to 14il 
weevils per acre found in infested fields. (Barnes, Warren). TEXAS - 
Infestations continued to increase in lower Valley, controis being 
applied. Iniestations generally light in Coastal Bend, southwest and 
Upper Coastal areas. Heavy populations of overwintered weevils found 
in many untreated fields in central, east, north central and northeast 
areas. Boll weevil population in all areas where this insect occurs 
and in which plant inspections were made averaged 195 per acre in 

228 untreated fields and 30 per acre in 140 treated fields. (Parencia et al). 
OKLAHOMA - Found in cotton in Caddo, Muskogee and Choctaw 
Counties. (Stiles). 


BOLLWORMS (Heliothis spp. et al) - NORTH CAROLINA - Few larvae 
in Pitt and Scotland Counties. (Jones). SOUTH CAROLINA - In 
Florence County 4, 425 cotton terminals examined in 14 fields. No 
eggs or larvae in9 fields. In 5 fields following number of eggs found 
per 100 terminals: 1.0, 0.5, 0.25, 0,5, and 2. In Allendale County 5 
fields had following number of eggs per 100 terminals: 1, 6, 8, 1, and 
1, (Walker et al), GEORGIA - An average of 0. 39 percent injured 
Squares in untreated fields and an average of 0, 25 percent in treated 
fields. Terminal inspections in several southern area fields showed 
an unusually high number of eggs for this time of year and some newly 


hatched larvae. Counts as high as 27 eggs and 4 larvae per 100 terminals. 
(Jordan). 
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FLORIDA - One egg per plant on 4 percent of cotton at Chipley. 
(Van Pelt)h ALABAMA - From 1 to 17 eggs per 100 terminals in 10 
fields examined in southeast.area. (Marsh).. MISSISSIPPI - Six per 
100 terminals jin 31 fields in delta counties. Two larvae per 100 
terminals in 9 fields. (Dunnam et al). ARKANSAS - Heavy in some 
fields. Eggs and larvae on older cotton in Pulaski and Chicot Counties. 
(Barnes, Warren). TEXAS - Injurious infestations in scattered fields 
of the lower Valley and light infestations in southwest, Coastal Bend 
and Unper Coastal areas, (Parencia et al), ARIZONA - Very light 
infestation in stub cotton in Yuma County. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


THRIPS - NEW MEXICO - Populations increased tremendously week 
ending June 5 in Rio Grande Valley, all way to Socorro. (Dobson). 
ARIZONA - Principal injurious cotton insects in Graham and Cochise 
Counties, as high as 10 per plant. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.). TEXAS - In- 
jurious thrips infestations continue from central area northward. 
(Parencia et al), OKLAHOMA - Seem to be "number one" cotton insect 
at this time, especially on young cotton. (Stiles). LOUISIANA - Most 
untreated fields of late-planted cotton heavily infested. (Gaines). 
MISSISSIPPI - Of 194 fields inspected thrips light in 71, medium in 36, 
and heavy in 21. (Dunnam et al). ARKANSAS - Found in nearly all 
fields scouted, Infestations on increase in few fields, in many others 
numbers present but decreasing markedly. (Barnes, Warren). 
FLORIDA - Three per cotton leaf at Chipley. (Van Pelt), SOUTH 
CAROLINA ~ Heavily attacking cotton in Anderson County, but reduced 
by rains. (Williams). NORTH CAROLINA - In many cotton fields in 
State, but infestation generally light. (Jones). 


APHIDS - NORTH CAROLINA - Aphis gossypii heavily infesting 
fields (about 50 percent of plants injured) in Pitt County, but population 
declining rapidly due to parasites and predators. (Mitchell). 

GEORGIA - Few in 35 fields. (Jordan). FLORIDA - Seven per plant 
in 5-acre cotton field at Chipley. (Van Pelt). LOUISIANA - Several 
spotted infestations in St. Landry, Vermillion, Acadia, and Evangeline 
Parishes. (Burns), ALABAMA - Of 24 fields examined, 16 infested, 
ll light, 4 medium andl heavy. (Marsh). TEXAS - Injurious infes- 
tations in scattered fields in Lower Valley and Plains areas. (Parencia 
et al). NEW MEXICO - Cowpea aphid on cotton declining in Chaves 
County. (Dobson, June 5). 


SPIDER MITES - ARKANSAS - Infestation already heavy in Pulaski 
and Conway Counties. Lighter damage in other counties. (Barnes, 
Warren). 
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COTTON FLEAHOPPER{Psallus seriatus) - ALABAMA - Damage in 

- 7 of 24 fields examined, (6 light andl medium). (Marsh). ARKANSAS- 
Light in Hempstead, Lincoln, Chicot and Ashley Counties. (Parencia 
et al). TEXAS - Injurious infestations in late planted fields in Lower 
Valley and in scattered fields in Upper Coastal area, Migration of 
adults from wild host plants inte cotton fields increased in the northern 
third of State. (Parencia et al). 


PALE-STRIPED FLEA BEETLE (Systena blanda) - TENNESSEE - Heavy 
infestation on cotton in Lawrence County. (Mullett). 

GRASSHOPPERS - TEXAS - Damaging cotton in scattered counties 

' east of a line extending from DeWitt County in the south through Tarrant 
County in the north. (Parencia et al). 


A GRAPE COLASPIS (Colaspis sp.) - LOUISIANA - Destroyed a stand 
of cotton in Union Parish. (Reech, Cockerham). 


CUTWORMS - SOUTH CAROLINA - Outbreak destroyed 15 acres of 
cotton in Barnwell County. (Nettles). 


LYGUS BUGS - ARIZONA - From 3.5 to 8.3 per 100 sweeps in Maricopa 
County; some fields treated. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.). 


INSECTS OF OTHER FIBER CROBS 


A CORIZID (Liorhyssus hyalinus) - ARIZONA - Twleve to 16 per 100 
sweeps on flax at Yuma. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.). 


STORED-PRODUCTS INSECTS 


RICE WEEVIL (Sitophilus oryza) - SOUTH CAROLINA - About 42 percent 
of ears of corn infested in small bins on small farms and under 20 
percent in large bins on large farms in Florence and Darlington 
Counties. (Kirk). 


CADELLE (Tenebroides mauritanicus) - ARKANSAS - Larvae severely 
damaging old wheat in storage in Logan County. (Barnes, Warren). 
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INSECTS AFFECTING MAN AND ANIMALS 
AMERICAN DOG TICK (Dermacentor variabilis) - RHODE ISLAND - 


Continues a problem in southern area. ~ (Hyland). MINNESOTA - 
Abundant since early May. (Minn. Ins. Rept. Serv.). MARYLAND - 


Reported from Talbot and Baltimore Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


WOOD TICKS - WISCONSIN - Unusually abundant in northern area. 
(Chambers). 


HORN FLY (Siphona irritans) - KANSAS - As high as 500 to 600 per 
animal, (Matthew). FLORIDA ~- Ninety per animal on cattle at 
Hainesworth, (Van Pelt). UTAH - Problem in many areas. (Knowlton). 
MISSOURI - Considerable build-up over southern two-thirds of State. 
Unsprayed cattle average 700-1000 per animal in several areas. 

(Kyd, Thomas). 


A HORSE FLY (Tabanus stygius) - ARKANSAS - Occurring in numbers 
in Carlisle area. Up to 16 adults on a single cow. (Barnes, Warren). 


STRIPED HORSE FLY (Tabanus lineola) - PENNSYLVANIA - Abundant 
in western section. (Adams, Udine). 


SCREW-WORM (Callitroga hominivorax) - ARIZONA - Built up to fairly 
high populations in the low country of Yuma, Maricopa and Pima 
Counties during rainy season in April but has since declined. Another 
build up expected as it rains again and may be higher than normal. 
(Ariz, Coop, Rept. ); 


STABLE FLY (Stomoxys calcitrans) - KANSAS - As high as 15 flies per 
animal. (Matthew). 


HOUSE FLY (Musca domestica) - KANSAS - Populations gradually 
increasing over State. (Matthew). 


DEER FLIES - TEXAS - Heaviest population in several years on cattle 
in Jack County. - (Hulsey). 


BLACK FLIES - MINNESOTA - Biting heavily in moist places. (Minn. 
Ins. Rept. Serv.). FLORIDA - Small numbers at Quincy. (Guthrie). 


MOSQUITOES - MINNESOTA - Heavy biting in Itasca Park due to Aedes 
intrudens. Lesser annoyance due to A. trichurus. A. punctor males 
taken in light trap. (Minn. Ins. Rept. Serv.). FLORIDA - During 
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spring, Mansonia perturbans has consitently been dominant pest species 
at country coliecting stations in Gainesville area while Culex Sp. 
appears to be dominant in urban areas, (Mead). 


MISCELLANEOUS INSECTS 


/. WEEVIL (Apion longirostre) - PENNSYLVANIA - Feeding on buds of 
hollyhock. Very abundant in western area. (Adams, Udine). 


WHITE-LINED SPHINX (Celerio lineata) - TEXAS - Medium local infes- 
tation on weeds in pastures in Garza and Scurry Counties. In Garza, 
many larvae crawling across the highway through most of the pasture 
land. In Scurry, many larvae in pastures over an area of several square 
miles and moving into gardens and flower beds. (Berger). 


A WATER BUG (Benacus griseus) - FLORIDA - Average 2, 000 to 4, 000 
adults per street light at Homestead. Insects have been found on streets 
for about 5 weeks, (Durre). 


CLOVER MITE (Bryobia praetiosa) - MONTANA - Very severe over 
much of State, but apparently declining. Household nuisance. (Roemhild). 


RECENT IMPORTANT INTERCEPTIONS AT PORTS OF ENTRY 


Living larvae of the ORIENTAL FRUIT FLY (Dacus dorsalis) were 
intercepted recently at San Pedro, California in avocadoes and mangoes 
in ships' baggage from Hawaii (Seapy, Reese); one living adult of _D. 
dorsalis was taken recently in the quarters of an airplane at Honolulu 
airport (Fearsall). Living larvae of MELON FLY (Dacus cucurbitae) 
were intercepted recently in tomatoes in ships' stores from Hawaii 

at San Diego (Phelan, Wible) and at San Pedro, California (Hart); 

with cucumbers in ships' stores from Hawaii at San Pedro, California 
(Munkittrick) and in pumpkin in ships' stores from Hawaii at Houston, 
Texas (Hooser). Eggs and immature larvae identified as Sp. of 
Tephritidae, probably Dacus cucurbitae were intercepted in cucumbers 
in ships' stores from Hawaii at San Diego, California (Atnip, Wible. ); 
larvae and pupae, probably Dacus sp. in vegetable marrow in ships! stores 
from West Africa at Philadelphia, Pa. (Freedland). 
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Living larvae and pupae of the OLIVE FRUIT FLY (Dacus oleae) were 
intercepted on a number of occasions earlier in the year in green olives 
in baggage from Italy, Lebanon and Greece at New York, N.Y. 
(Amyx, Andrews, Couture, Havel, Kuhn, Hidalgo, Maloney). 


ADDITIONAL NOTES 


IOWA - ARMYWORMS in scattering numbers in pasture, brome and 

oats in south central counties. VARIEGATED CUTWORM in great 
numbers in the three southern tiers of counties and in some alfalfa 
fields reaches a maximum of 5 per square foot. Egg masses of 
EUROPEAN CORN BORER present on June 10. First hatching on that 
date. Pupation 100 percent with 4 percent emergence. Average egg 
mass count, 1.3 per 100 plants as of June 10. SOUTHERN CORN ROOT- 
WORM beetles damaging small corn 12 to 14 inches extended height in 
Southern area, reducing leaves to lacework. GRASSHOPPER infestation 
rather general. Nymphs averaged 1 per square yard over much of 
southern half of State, but reached maximum of 30 per square yard in 
isolated areas in southwestern counties. GARDEN WEBWORM damaging 
small corn in Iowa County. Moths beginning to be evident at lights. 
(Harris). 


Weather continued: 


of the Great Plains to the Appalachians, but too light along the middle and 
south Atlantic Coast. Good rains also fell in most northern areas of 

the far West, but amounts diminished to little or none in the extreme 
south, In the central Interior above normal temperatures and ample 
moisture favored optimum growth and development of most crops. In 
contrast a great need for rain exists in the extreme western portion of 

the lower Great Plains where strong, dry southerly winds rapidly depleted 
soil moisture and caused considerable soil erosion. (Summary Supplied 
by U.S. Weather Bureau).
